On tbe reverse is seen an 
armed Warrior, who bas thrown aside his 
shield, and is in the act of piercing with a 
lance, a erowned Lion, which rushes to 
destroy him. Above the Warrior appears 
the American eonstellatian of Thirteen 
Stars, with the legend, “ In hoc signo vin- 
ces” Inscription on the reverse, “* En dat 
Virginia primum.” 

There is added to this interesting memo- 
rial, a portrait of the great chicf, largest 
sized miniature, executed by the celebrat- 
ed Field, in his best style, from a painting 
by Stuart. In the back of the picture is 
iuclosed a loek of the Patriarch's hair of 
the same description as that now worn in 
tbe Ring cf the estimable Lua Fayette, and 
encircled by a wreath of the Roman laurel, 
the legend simply. “ Pater Patria.” and 
the insciption—' Auctoris Libertatis dme- 
ricane in Septentrione hanc ùünaginem dat 
Filius ejus adoptatus.

ATTEMPT TO ASSASSINATE GE- 
NERAL BOLIVAR. 

Extract of a letter from Bogota :—“* We 
have received news that general Bolivar 
bas just escaped assassination at Lima. 
M. Monteagudo was assassinated in that 
city, and, on examination of the body, it 
was found that he bad been stabbed wich 
a sbarp poniard. All the cutlers of Luima 
were, of course, examined ; one of them 
said, that, at the request of a negro, he had 
sharj-ened two pomards; that he knew not 
the name vf tbe negro, but abould know 
him if he saw him again. A proclamation 
was luraediately issued, ordering a gene- 
ral eulistinent fur ‘be army, but excepting 
all slaves and black wen. Ìt was a trap 
laid for them as necessary for the service 
of the euty,‚ to which effect they were or- 
dered to call for a bill of exception at the 
oflice of tbe adjudant-general; they pre- 
sented theinselves accordingty, & the cut- 
ler, who was concealed, easily knew the 
owner of the two poniards, who having 
been suddenly grasped as the murderer of 
M. Monteuagudov, and asked where the two 
poniards were, answered by confessing bis 
guilt, and producing one of the poniards ; 
and added, that as he could not have been 
discovered but by the decree of providence, 
be would declare that he had been sedu- 
ced to that crime by the governor of the 
castle of Callao (see the motel of that in- 
famous Ferdinand!), and that the other 
puniard was to be found within the sleeve 
of tbe teft arm of general Bolivar’s head 
Iservant who was to murder bìm the the 
night of that very day. The poniard was 
found as it was said, This is the seventh 
or eighth time that that friend of mankind 
has escaped assassination ; and yet the 
diabolical rulers of the Spaniards are not 
yet treated like tigers as they are”— 
‘London Courier.

Estractof aletter from Matanzas dated June 18.

By seven o'alock the whites came from e- 
very direction to the spot where tbe negroer 
bed assembled. ‘This was s moment of life or 
death. They foogbt with desperation on both 
sides ; bat the vegroes, not well uoderstanding 
the se of fire arms, did but little ezeaution.— 
At the Tevern, where the first stand was made 
by the whites (13 ooly), tkey kept at bay 70 or 
80 negroes, antil a reinforcement of whites 
came from b-low, wbo fought witb such spicit 
thet, ia coe hoor, more than half the negroes 
were slain, and the remainder dispersed, pur- 
sued by the whites, giving no qoarter. 

** Seeing this cheek vo effectaal, tbe other 
vegroes in that qoerter remeined qoret, What 
their real disposition is, God oo!y koows, The 
country is vow quiet. Ì came ia last pight 
completely worn cat with fatigue. Many le- 
dies have teken refoge in towo, Fourteen
